THE REV. XR HEBER NEWTON'S 
TIMONY. 


Amidst the avalanche of impractical and 
preposterous suggestions which pour in 
upon the Senate Committee on Labor from 
all sorts of people with all sorts of hobbies 
there now and then appears a witness who 
has something practical and sensible to offer. 
It is only to be hoped that the committee, 
when it comes to make its report, should it 
ever reach such a consummation; will not 
ovérlook these few bits of sense hidden 
away in the reams of wildand impracticable 
rubbish that have been eVolved by cranks, 
hobpy-riders, and philosophers with but a 
single idea. 

The Rev. R. Heber Newton is one of those 
sensible witnesses, and the committee should 
elm to his testimony with such tenacity that 
it will not be buried up and lost in the flood 
of visionary stuff yet to come. The most sa- 
lient points of his testimony are two in num- 
ber, and they go to the root of much of the 
present inharmeny between labor and capi 
tal. The first of these is the necessity for 
some system of industrial education for the 
young. Tuis is a point which has been often 
urged in the columns of THe CA Trin- 
une. The great majority of the young men 
and women now growing up are to be work- 
ers, and they are approaching thelr time for 
work without any adequate preparation for 
it. They go to school, but the school in the 
higher grades does not educate them for tne

they had learned to read, spell, write, and 
cipher. Tue high schools 
heads with information they can never use, 
and the time spent in them is waated, se far 
as it has any application to their future 
mission. They are taking classical courses 
at atime when they should be engaged in 
technical manual studies. The result is, 
either that they grow up with a distaste for 
real work, and hang about cities trying to 
get pdsitions which involve as little labor as 
possible, and, falls to get them, drift into 
evil habits, or they grow up in a condition of 
industrial ignorance, so that all kinds of 
skilled labor must be performed by artisans 
brought from abroad, or the designs, if not 
the actual products, must be imported for 
want of the knowledge to produce them in 
this couhtry. Technical industrial training 
will produce intelligent, skillful workmen, 
and to the extent of their intelligence 
and skill will their happiness and ¢Gun- 
tetitment increase, aml harmony take the 
place of thé inharmony now existing 
between labor and capital One such 
school has already been established and 
is working successfully in St. Louis, and 
a second is in process of erection in Chicago, 
Every large city and town should have such 
a school, in which boys and girls can receive 
instruction of an industrial kind. It may 
not be possible to combine them with the 
public-school system, but there are many 
‘ways in which the latter system might be 
made more practical than it is, and fit the 
rising generation to go out into the world 
and earn its living instead of concentrating 
its curriculum upon fitting them fora untver- 
sity or the professions, which are already 
overcrowded. The Senate committee will 
do well to make a special note of this part 
of Mr. Newton’s testimony. 

The second point in his testimony is hardly 
less important than the first, and includes a 
close personal relationship between employ- 
ers and employés. He says: The judicious 
and far-seeing employer will surround his 
employés with little comforts, become their 
adviser and friend, and show them that he 
cares for them and their interests. Such 
as have pursued this course in European 
countries and in this find that they 
get more and better work from their em- 
ployés.”. In other words, it is the duty of the 
employer to secure as far as he can the com- 
fort of his workmen, and there is no better 
way to do this than to see that they have 
good homes and are saved from the clutches 
of greedy, rapacious landlords. There is 
nothing that makes a workingman so discon- 
tented as a filthy and unhealthy home. There 
is nothing that makes him so contented as to 
have a clean and wholesome place for his 
family and himself. How to do this has al- 
ready been shown in Tux Trisune. It has 
been demonstrated beyond all question that 
every workingman in Chicago can have a 
clean, well lit, well ventilated, and healthy 
home at a reasonable rent, and that these 
homes can be made to pay a handsome 
profit to their owners. The wmodel- 
tenement plan suggested by the Cit 
izens’ Association answers this ptr 
pose. It means a profit ot from 6 to 8 
per cent for the capitalist, cheap rent, 
healthy families, good air, and household 
happiness for the workingmen. It will re- 
move one of the most common seurces of the 
discontent of labor. It means an increase of 
wages through the medium of health, happi- 


ness, and economy. All classes of capital- |. 


ists, particularly those who have large num- 
bers of workingmen in their employ, ought 
practically to consider this matter, and root 
out the present herrible tenement-house sys- 
tem. With industrial education for 
young, and with clean, wholesome homes for 
Adults, many if not most of the causes of 
discontent would rapidly disappear. Both 
the suggestions of Mr. Newton are practical, 
which, it is to be hoped, will not be a reason 
for disregarding them by the Senate com- 
mittee, They could not do better than to 
summon one or more of the Citizens’ Asso | 
ciation committee from this city, and listen | 


to its plan for relieving the present discom- 


forts of workingmen. They would hear 

something practical and of sufficient impor- 

tance to be invested with a National charac- 

ter.

A BOORISH PREMIER. 

The most charitable construction that eau 
be placed. upon the conduet of the Prime 
Minister of British Columbia is to assume 
that he was in his tups when he made the 
insulting speech at the entertainment given 
to the resident members of the Provincial 
Government at Victoria by the American 
newspaper representatives accompanying 
the Villard party. But even this extension 
of charity will not relieve any one who ac- 
cepts the hospitality of gentleinen and then 
proceeds to abuse it lu the most pu blic man- 
ner from the tmputation of being a boor, 

As to the matter of his speech, so far as it 
concerns the relations of British Columbia to 
the United States, no exception need de 
taken. The Premier has the right to his 
opinion, however absurd and exaggerated it 
thay be. and had he stopped with this giorifi- 
cation there would have been no necessity 
for comment, as upon such convivial occa- 
sions the most courteous of men will some- 
times get unduly enthusiastic in their patri- 
otism ahd Drag. Haa he stopped with his 
prophecy of the future glories of British Co- 
lumbia he would not have exposed himself 
to any harsher criticism than the stigma of 
being a braggart: but when he proceeded to 
assail this country in the most outrageous 
terms he insulted his entertainers to à de- 
gree that would have warranted thera in in- 
viting him to leave the company and 
go ashore. The American Consul fur- 
nishes a clew to the motives of the 
man in making such a speech. That part of 
British Columbia was the very hotbed of se- 
ession feeling during the War, and this mano 
Smith was one of the most venomous haters 
of the Union at that time. Still another mo- 
tive which urged him to his unseemly con- 
duct was unquestionably the drift of popular 
sentiment in that section, which is rapidly 
becoming favorable to annexation to this 
country—a feeling which will grow still 
stronger now that the Northern Pacific Road 
is completed and communication between the 
two countries will continually grow more in- 

Outside of the petty official class in British 
Columbia there is no feeling of hostility to 
the United States, and it is just as true that 
there is no loyalty to Great Britain except in 
name, and no friendship wasted on the 
French portion of the Dominion. British 
Columbia and the provinces to the east of it 
—Manitoba and Saskatchewan—are separat- 
ed from the older-settled portion of the 
Dominion by a well-defined, sterile 
barrier nearly 800 miles in length, 
and the barrier of feelihg between 
the two sections is just as strong and well 
defined. There is no real affiliation, polit- 
ical, social, or commercial, between them. 
The two Governments have more than once 
just escaped open and violent rupture. They 
have no love for Great Britain and no tié of 
any kind connects them except one of very 
feeble sentiment, and there is not even this 
between British Columbia and the rest of the 
Dominion. All its mmercial affiliations 
are with this country. Its natural outlets 
are at Puget Sound and Duluth by water 
and Chicago by rail. Its banking centre 18 
here also. Agriculturaliy and commerciaily 
its drift is in this direction, and that drift is

O'Donnell, who slew the informer Carey, 
has been placed in an English jail; where he 
will await his trial and death sentence. His 
arrival in England has been marked by a 
theatrical display of police officialism which 
must on the whole have been gratifying to 
the prisoner. It must have convinced ‘him 
that ne is a more important person than he 
thought himself to de hitherto. The mys- 
terlous airs of the policemen and Govern- 
ment functionaries, the land ing at Southamp- 
ton on the pretense that it was necessary for 
the safekeeping of the prisoner, were adapted 
to arouse curiosity and attract a crowd at 
every place through which O’ Donnell passed. 

Napoleon, when taken to St. Helena, was 
not more closely nor strongly guarded. If 
O'Donnell has any ot the vanity of his coun- 
trymen he must have been gratified at the 
attention pald to him. 

The “ patriots” at this side of the Atlantic 
who have been threatening to rescue him 
have been agreeably surprised that the Brit- 
ish Government, which ought to know them 
better, took them at their word, else what 
was the neéd of the overwhelming force? 
Of course the patriots meant nothing by the 
threats. If they intended to rescue the pris- 
oner they would have said nothing about it. 
It is not so safe an undertaking to face 
ahundred armed policemen in an English 
town as to talk loud aboutit in an American 
city. The idea of a rescue after the threats 
that had been made, and the experience of 
the half a dozen Manchester policemen from 
whom Kelly and Deasy were rescued about 
fifteen years ago. was absurd. Twenty 
policemen would have been an ample guard 
for O’ Donnell in any English town. 

There is now no chance of escape for the 
unfortunate man. All hope must have left 
him when the Cape ‘Town Judges decided that 
he should be sent to England for trial. A 
Cape jury might be had which would agree 
that the killing of Carey was no murder. A 
few of the members might have been of 
O’Dennell’s nationality, and it might have 
ehaneed that some ecolonist of the chosen 
twelve would have concluded that he who 
prevented the informer becoming a fellow- 
citizen was a benefactor. 

Q’Donneil’s trial will take place now before 
a London jury, which will show him as scant 


dynamite companions. O'Donnell is doomed, 
No defense, however clever, can avail him, 
and the talk of rescue is the purest nonsense. 
The money contributed for his defense could 
be better applied than to pay lawyers to go 
through the empty farce of defending him.

Is it possible that Mr. Hurd has become 
go much of a politician and learned the art 
of trimming so successfully that he does not 
recognize the glaring inconsistency of his 
position?

abuse. It is hard to believe that Judge 
Gresham has given out even an intimation 
which would justify such a statement, be- 
cause the position ascribed to him would be 
utterly inconsiste&t, If the Chicago Post- 
Ofhee has been used as a political machine” 
the blame rests upon the Postmaster, 
and the direct road to reform is 
by a change in the responsible head; 
but certainly such an abuse in 
the administration of the Chicago Post-Office 
does not justify a refusal to increase the car- 
riers” force when the necessities of the pub- 
lic demand and the comparative business of 
the office warrants it. It is manifestly unfair 
to make the Chicago public endure serious 
imeonvenience and to discriminate against 
the Chicago Post-Office on account of a sus- 
picion that the office has been managed in vi- 
olation of good civil-service principles. If 


there is sufficient reason for the Postmaster- | 


General to think there are abuses in the Chi- 
cago Post-Office, it is within his power and it 
is his duty to institute a thorough investiga- 


tion, and it is only fair to say that Postmaster 


Palmer expresses himself as ready now or at 
any time to submit his administration during 
the last six years to the most thorough exam 
ination. But, whatever the result of such an 
investigation might be, no suspicion of the 
improper use of the employés for political 
purposes warrants the Postmaster-General In 
refusing the additional carriers demanded by 
the exigencies of the local service, 

The statement is aiso made that the Post- 


master-General has said the allowance of | 


carriers to the Chicago Post-Office is propor- 
tionately equal to those allowed to other 
offices, if not more ample. This may well be 
doubted also, becanse it is not easy to believe 
that Postmaster-General Gresham would 
make such a statement without informing 
himself on the subject, and the records show 
that it is not correct. Postmaster Palmer 
furnishes the data showing the force of Chi- 
cago carriers to be smaller in proportion té 
the extent of service rendered than that of 
any other large city. There are 252 carriers 
in Chicago, In New York 586, in Philadel- 
phia 371, and in Boston WI. Chicago has 
twice the population of Boston, but only one 
more carrier. The real test, however, is to 
be found In the amount of work done. The 
number of pieees delivered by the Chicago 
carriers in 1882 exceeded those handied by 
the New York carriers by 80,000 and those 


handled by the Philadelphia carriers by 


still more. In other words, one carrier in 
Chicago did more work. and handied more 
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matter than two carriers in New York. 
same is true of Boston, for with the same 
number of carriers the Boston Post-Office 
delivered only a little more than one-half 
the number ot pieces. New Tork has nine 
deliveries a day in the business portion and 
Chicago only six. These statisties show that 
even the proposed increase of twenty-five 
carriers would be insufficient to place Chi- 
cago upon an equal footing with the other 
large cities in the local delivery of the mali, 
and the refusal to grant that small inerease 
seems to be an official outrage upon this city. 

If it be true that the department in Wash- 
ington seeks to justify its course toward the 
Chicago Post-Office on the ground of an in- 
sufficiency of funds, the reply is, that Chica- 
go is entitled to an extent of service propor- 
tioned to the earnings of its office, and an 


ment a surplus revenue of $111,000, and the 
entire business of the Chicago office turned 
in $1,300,000 to the Government. At the 
same time the cost of delivery In the Chicago 
service was only 1 6-10 mills per piece, while 
it was 19-10 mills in New York, 2 mills in 
Philadelphia, and 23 mills in Boston. From 
every potnt of view, therefore, the Chicago 
office is clearly entitled to an increase. in the 
force of carriers. Besides this, all business 
experience warrants the expectation that the 
increase of local business which would fol- 
low an increase in the delivery facilities 
would more than pay the cost of twenty- 
five, or even fifty, additional carriers. 


additional carriers to the Chicago Post-Office 
bas had no explanation which can be regard- 
ed as satisfactory, and in the meantime the 
Chicago carriers continue to be overworked, 
and the delivery system in this city continues 
to be altogether inadequate to the public de- 
mand and out of proportion to the facilities 
afforded other cities. The Postmaster-Gen- 
eral certainly owes Chicago a sufficient rea- 
son for withholding the order for additional 
carriers, or else a prompt assignment of at 
least the number which was once agreed 
upon. 

THe foot-and-mouth disease is making 
alarming progress in England, and threatens 
the ruin of tens of thousands of farmers of 
that country. The recent unfavorabie sea- 
sons caused many through the midiand coun- 
ties to abandon tillage and devote themselves 
more to grazing and buttermaking. Cattle 
have become the principal stable of these 
eounties. The disease now extends from 
Cheshire across the country to Lincoln- 
shire, and along the eastern and southern 
coast as far as Devonshire. It exists in a 
very virulent form, and is of an epidemic nat- 
ure.

The disease is especially dangerous at this 
season when the autdimnal fairs are being 
held throughout the country. The graziers 
and farmers ate almost panic-stricken, and 
deputations daily besiege the Privy Council, 
which is the sanitary authority in England, 
to take measures to eheck the spread of the 
disease. At the last meeting of the Council 
it adopted a plan long in force in this coun- 
try (which is practically free from the dis- 
ease), to ch the movement of sound ani- 
mals through infectéd districts in order to 
reach the markets. But this is not deemed 
sufficient, and it is urged that the stock-miar- 
kets and fairs be closed during the comitig 
autumn and winter in all districts where the

This is a mistaken idea, 
as the business is complicated, for, while a 
passenger is merely obliged to take care of a 
eheck during his trip, his baggage passes

18 RAILROAD ACCIDENT. 


The most dieastrous accident that has yet 
occurred on the New York, West Shore & 
Buffalo Raifroad took place this morning at 
De Witt, a small station six miles east of this 
city. A construction-train of eleven flat- 
cara left here at 6:45 a. m., pushed ahead of 
the engine. 


There were about 100 laborers, mostly 
Italians, on the cars on their way to Kirk- 
ville to complete the ballasting of the road 
preparatory to opening the new line to this 
city Oct. 1. 

| CAUSE OF THE ACCIDENT. 

Arriving at the point of disaster the train 
was moving at arate of about twenty wiles 
an hour. Rounding a curve, a hand-car.was 
seen standing on the track. The engineer 
could not stop in time, and tne train was 
completely wrecked. The cars were bfoken 
into ts and piled upon each other. 
Most of the men jumped and escaped with 


as forty feet In the air. 

THE KILLED AND INJURED, 
About thirty men were buried in the de- 
bris. Heads, arms, and legs could be seen 
sticking out at nearly all points. Word 
reached this city that twenty men had been 
killed outright. Relief trains were sent to 
the scene at once. Twenty-two bodies were 
taken from the wreck, Peter Schmidt, John 
Carr, and Mayo Alexander were taken out 
dead. Guiseppe Marella died while being 
conveyed to this city. Ten men were found 
very seriously injured and the remainder 
with broken limbs and disfigured features. 
It is expected that five more men will die. 
An inquest will be commenced tomorrow.

TO INSURE SAFETY AGAINST ACCIDENTS 
THE INSPECTOR MUST BE MORE ATTEN- 
TIVE. 
ln view of the number of elevator accidents 

that have occurred recently THe TRIBUNE bas 
calied attention to the fact that possibiy the In- 
spector of Elevators bad been remiss in his du- 
ties, and suggested that the Mayor upon his re- 
turn might investigate the matter with becefit 
to the public. The Commissioner of Buildings 
has charge of enforcing the ordindnves in re- 
gard to the construcaon and inspection of ele- 
vators, and it is to bim that the Elevator In- 
spector makes bis reports. Mr. John Mowat is 
at present the Inspector, having been appointed 
through the intluence of ex-Aid. McNurney. In 
order that his duties may be more clearly un- 
derstood the foliowing sections are quoted from 
the municipal code: 

“The Inspector of Elevators shall be an ex- 
perienced architect, builder, or mechanic, com- 
petentto perform the duties of the to 
which he is appointed, and shall not be em- 
ployed ur engaged in any other vocation. 

“He shall, as often as once in six months, 
carefully examine and inspect all boistways in 
which an elevator shall be used or operated, 


the doors and shafts in connection therewith: 


and also examine and inspect all passenger and 
freight elevators, cars, or platforms used and 
operated in any building in the City of Chicago, 
other than a private dwelling-bouse, and report 
to the Commissiouer the condition of each 
hoistway and elevator. 

“Said Inspector shall, when after such exam- 
ination be finds the hoistway, door, shaft, and 
elevator in a perfectly safe condidon, make and 
deliver to the owner or his or her agents a cer- 
tificate of the same.” 

The ordinances further provide 
tion of a fee of $2 for each inspection, such col- 
lections to be paid over to the City Treasurer 
weekly, and a detailed statement of all inspec- 
ons to be made once in three months to the 
City Council. Full power is given the — 
to condemn unsafe elevators, and a penalt 2 
taches to any violation of the provisions o 
— varying from 810 to $100 for each 

ense. 


Complaint been made that I or 
Mowat has not been carrying out the spirit ot 
the ordinances. It is expiicitiy stated that he 


shall be eugaged in no otber business, but, not- 
withstanding this he isa Director of and owns 
stock in the Ejitithorpe Air- Brake 
This statement is made on the authority o r.
